The propositions in the report

Price Spreads. The recommenda- 
tions, he said, amounted to, in 
sh 


rt, the laying of checkerboards 
end to end from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, “with the Govern- 
ment players making ail the 
jumps.” The proposed Federal 
Trade and Industry Commission 
with its antennae, would, in his 
opinion, add materially to govern- 
mental costs and would result in 
an additional heavy burden on the 
backs of the taxpayers 

Mr. Dawson traced the origin 
of the prgposed Canadian inova- 
tions to the experiments in the 
United States which are now be- 
ing gradually abandoned. “As 
you,” he said to his American 
audience, “are apparently getting 
“away from over-regulation of 
“business by the state, you may 
“have left some of these code laws 
“of yours on the counter, and we 
“picked them up at a bargain 
“price. Remove, he said, “the fear 
“of state dictation, and eliminate 
‘the uncertainty of governmental 
“mandates in the economic world 
“of finance, business and com- 
“merce, and I believe we shall 
“witness a restoration of prosper- 
“ity unequalled by any advances 
“which have formerly occurred 
“in our history.”
